The county of Merced and the city of Merced have 
got an existing high-speed rail 40.

Although I believe in the high-speed rail, it's 
very important to California and the nation. I do believe 
that California High-Speed Rail Authority needs to do a 
better comprehensive study in the rural areas. I have 
read all my 2,000 pages of the Merced to Fresno but I have 
reviewed a number of the pages that mention the areas 
around Chowchilla and Madera. 

Being a rural resident and a farmer, I wish to 
take issue with the comments that there are no significant 
impacts in the rural areas in the Draft EIR/EIS between 
the Merced and Fresno area. An example is that report was 
done on the rural roads which states there is no 
significant impact even though this study was done in 
November. I believe that high-speed rail should do a 
rural transportation study because harvest is in full 
bloom in our county, Merced, Madera, and Fresno. 

I am opposed to the A-2 route and the West 
Chowchilla alignment because I believe that there are a 
number of significant impacts even though the Draft EIR 
says that in our area there is little or no significant 
impacts.

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The A-2 and the Chowchilla alignment causes 
hammered future growth for our area. And since I shop and 
work in that area, transportation around the community 
will be difficult to get in and out. 

Since Madera County is receiving little or few 
impacts according to Draft EIR because we have tracks in 
the north and south and the east and west, I feel that the 
Rail Authority should give higher consideration to 
maintenance facility in our county to help us mitigate 
some of the impacts.

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MR. KRAUSE: Thank you. My name is Daniel 
Krause. I’m with Californians for High-Speed Rail and 
we're an independent grassroots organization that 
represents the supporters of high-speed rail around the 
states. We work at the ground level to build support for 
this project we feel is critical for the future of 
California. And our only mission is to make sure this 
project happens and it happens in a really effective way. 

So I just want -- you know, we got folks here 
from all over the country tonight and also locally. We're 
hearing a lot of naysayers well organized right now and 
they seem to be in the media a lot. Don't buy what they 
are saying. We don't buy it. It doesn't make any sense. 
We're hearing that we can't afford this; this is a train 
to bankruptville. That's not true, 

This project -- well, let me start with we 
already have $6.3 billion, as you know, ready to go for 
this project. Almost $4 billion has been given to 
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California. That's grants. If we don’t do this project, 
we're going to lose $3 and a half billion to the state. 
That makes no sense at a time when our unemployment rate 
is exploding, especially here in the Central Valley over 
15 percent. Construction will begin next year which will 
create in the vicinity a hundred thousand jobs in the 
short term. I just don't understand how anyone can 
rationalize that this doesn't make economic sense. I 
don’t see any real risk moving forward when we have that 
much money from the outside sources in hand. 

And for the money that the state is spending, I 
just want to remind everybody that the voters have told 
the State of California to spend that money, It’s the 
Prop 1A money. That’s only $2 billion. 

So given the fact there’s so much outside money, 
we urge you to move forward with the project as 
expeditiously as possible. The job situation is 
outrageous and to just delay or not do this project makes 
no sense. 

Also I just wanted to -- as we're moving forward 
with this project, I just wanted to urge the California 
High-Speed Rail Authority, FRA to work with the folks that 
are going to be impacted. They are sympathetic local 
residents, farmers. We know there's going to be impacts 
with the project. Any project is going to impact folks.

Geological Survey (USGS) and CGS (2009, 2010), there are no active or potentially 
active faults located adjacent to or transecting the alignments, or within a 25-mile radius 
of the project, as shown in Figure 3.9-4 of the EIR/EIS. The fault along Mariposa Way 
was not mapped as an active or potentially active fault by CGS (2009) or USGS 
and CGS (2009, 2010); therefore, if it exists, the fault noted in the comment may be an 
inactive fault that has been inferred from past geologic studies. Inactive faults are faults 
that have caused earthquakes in the past, but not for over 1.6 million years. They are 
not considered to be the source of seismic events that cause ground displacement or 
ground shaking and therefore would not represent a hazard to the project. According to 
mapping by the Division of Oil, Gas, and Geothermal Resources (DOGGR 2001), there 
are no oil or gas fields mapped within 2 miles of the alignments; therefore, natural gas 
would likely not occur in the inactive fault noted in the comment.

The Downtown Merced and Fresno station areas would each occupy several blocks, to 
include the station plazas, drop-offs, multimodal transit centers, and parking structures.

And 
their reasoning is you can read 300 pages a day and still 
not cover all this thing in the 60 days allotted.

Further, to make greater use of existing corridors, additional right-of-way would be 
needed to provide sufficient width and curve radii for high speed operations. This would 
necessitate acquisition and removal of substantially greater numbers of homes and 
businesses to expand and straighten these corridors, with greatly increased impacts on 
existing communities as the alignments pass through urban areas. In compliance with 
the objective of using existing corridors where feasible, in making decisions regarding 
HST alignments and station locations, the Authority and the FRA have gone to great 
lengths to maximize the feasible use of existing transportation corridors and to minimize 
impacts on both agricultural lands and communities.

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MR. WHITE: Hello. I'm Chris White. I'm the 
general manager of the Central California Irrigation 
District. Thank you for having this time of day to take 
-- to take comments on the EIS/EIR. 

First of all, I would like to say that we agree 
in specifically comments about representing private 
property rights with the physical amount of the facility 
and having to provide for access and so forth. You know 
we stand here on the west side with two not so recent 
examples of facilities that were built to our system that 
disrupted farming. 

One -- first of all, we had one built here, the 
federal facility. It was built down off the foothills and 
into the ag land pretty significantly. Even though it had 
road crossings every half a mile, the way it cut through 
farmland and the way it severed farms, we're still paying 
the price today, both from what it cost those landowners 
in order to operate their farms on both sides of the 
alignment and what it cost the government in order to 
facilitate it. Drainage line, irrigation line, all of 
that stuff has to be taken care of. And it costs a lot of 
money. As the facility ages, it gets more expensive in 
order to operate. 

The same thing occurred when the California 
Aqueduct was built 1967. You learn a few lessons. You

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build a little bit higher on the hill. 

We're asking that you look at those facilities 
and use the lessons learned in that and protect farmland 
and respect it and respect our irrigation facilities, 
drainage routes, routine access routes. When farmers 
access their daily operations on one side of the alignment 
to the other, provide ways for the farmers to get across 
in a reasonable way to access and inexpensively access it. 

We want to be informed partners in this process 
and we will be looking at the document and commenting 
along those lines. But nonetheless we're not going to 
stand by and let the program have a lot of expense to an 
already stressed agricultural industry and put a large 
proportion of our farms out of business.
